With a virility and explosive nervous energy that made 


Mm the typical American, Theodore Roosevelt at the height 
. of his influence had the greatest popular following of any' 
presidents except Jackson and Jefferson.

As a personality he looms monumentally, and his influ- 


ence still is exerting itself in America on a scale perhaps i 
greater than even his most ardent enthusiast would claim.

The life -and career of Theodore Roosevelt demonstrated j 


that personality is the most powerful of all human forces. 


WITHIN THE LAW 


Congressman Frear fears that some of the recent big 


stock dividends may be tax-dodging schemes. He writes Sec- 
retary Mellon regarding section 220 of the 1921 revenue act, 
"which provides methods for reaching holders of surplus 
held for the purpose of escaping taxation." 


If Frcar follows up his clew, he'll find that the major 


financial crimes these days are staged in some bookkeeping 
^departments — though, being within the law, they are not 
'•technically crimes. 


Bookkeeping has become one of the fine arts. 
For in- 


btance, a certain rich man took $100,000 and bought 1000 
shares of stock at their par value of $100 each. This hap- 
pened in 1919. 
.- During one of the 1921 stock market slumps, the value of 
this stock dropped to $40 a share. So the rich man sold his 
holdings, losing $60 a share, or a total of $60,000. 
... He "wrote off" this $60,000 as a loss in making out his in- 
come tax return. This enabled him to dodge paying income 
tax on $60,000 of his 1921 income. 


The ''loss," however, was all on paper, for he no sooner 


sold the stock than he bought it back at the same price. To 
frlbp within the law, he could not buy back until 30 days 
aflonthe sale, so'he bought in his wife's nanie, the stock to 
bT transferred to him later. 
Thus he was out of pocket 


nothing except a small commission to the broker. 


This re-bought stock is on his books at $40,000. Later, if 


he sells it for $100,000, he'll realize 'a profit of $60,000 and 
have to pay income tax on it^, But he doesn't intend to sell. 
When ha does, the income tax rate probably will be much 
lower than now. 


Can you beat it? You cannot. Neither can Uncle Sam. 


~ - The high art of tax dodging of which the above is a sam- 
ple, is possible because, as lawyers say, "every law has its 
loophole." The loophole is there because lawyers make the 
laws. 


More fundamental, as a cause, is the American court sys- 


tem of haggling over technicalities instead of interpreting a 
law at its plain and intended meaning. 
- In the British empire, the meaning and intent of the law 
comes first. Haggling over technicalities such as errors in 
punctuation does not carry much weight. That's why Brit' 
ish justice is so swift and terrible that London "bobbies'" 
don't have to carry pistols.
